‘It Scared the 
Hell Out of Me’ 


At least 100 twisters 
wreak havoc across 
nation’s midsection 

Woodward, Okla 

Tlie television was tuned to forecast- 
ers’ dire warnings of an impending 
storm when Greg Tomlyanobich heard 
a short burst from a tornado siren 
blare after midnight Sunday. Then 
silence. Then rumbling. 

The 52-year-old quicldy grabbed 
his wife and grandson, hurrying them 
into the emergency cellar as debris 
whirled around their heads at their 
mobile home parlc in northwest Okla- 
homa. They huddled inside with about 
20 other people before the tornado 
— among more than 100 reported to 
have swept across the nation’s mid- 
section during the weekend — roared 
across the ground above, ripping 
homes from their foundations. 

“It scared the hell out of me,” Tom- 
lyanobich said. 

The storm killed five people, includ- 
ing three children, and injured more 
than two dozen in Woodward, a town 
about 140 miles northwest of Okla- 
homa City. But it was the only torna- 
do that caused fatalities. Many of the 
touchdowns raked harmlessly across 


Advanced Warning 

The Midwest storms were part of 
an exceptionally strong system 

that the National Weather Service’s 
Storm Prediction Center in Norman, 
Okla., had warned about for days. 

The center took the unusual step of 
warning people more than 24 hours in 
advance of a possible “high-end, life- 
threatening event." The storm system 
was weakening as it crawled east and 
additional tornadoes were unlikely, 
though forecasters warned that strong 
thunderstorms could be expected as 
far east as Michigan. (AP)

Secret Service Scandal May Grow 



Obama: Expect Investigation 

President Obama said on Sunday he expects 

the investigation of Secret Service misconduct in 
Colombia to be thorough and rigorous, and that 
he will “be angry" if the allegations are true. The 
* scandal involving Secret Service agents and pros- 
titutes overshadowed Obama’s diplomatic work at a 
major summit this weekend in Colombia. The alleged 
misconduct took place before Obama arrived, (ap) 


Alleged misconduct 
by agents likely not 
first, says Rep. Issa 

Washington 

A Secret Service scandal involving 
prostitutes in Colombia that has 
overshadowed President Obama’s 
diplomatic mission in Latin Amer- 
ica probably isn’t an isolated inci- 
dent, and the agency should ensure 
it doesn’t happen again, a leading 
House Republican said Sunday. 

California Rep. Darrell Issa, 
chairman of a House investiga- 
tive panel, said he wasn’t certain 
whether Congress would hold hear- 
ings on the misconduct. But law- 
makers will be looking “over the 
shoulder” of the Secret Service, he 
said, to make sure that the agency’s 
method for training and screen- 
ing agents isn’t endangering the 
nation’s VIPs. 

“Things like this don’t happen 
once if they didn’t happen before,” 


said Issa, who leads the House 
Oversight and Government Reform 
Committee. 

Eleven Secret Service employees 
are on administrative leave for mis- 
conduct and five service members 
assigned to work with the agen- 
cy are confined to quarters amid 
allegations that a group of person- 
nel partied with prostitutes before 
Obama arrived in Colombia for the 
weekend summit with Latin Amer- 
ican leaders. 

Issa told CBS’ “Face the Nation” 
that lawmakers are trying to con- 
firm the precise number of U.S. per- 


sonnel involved in the scandal. He 
said the number could be higher 
than initially thought. 

Of primary concern, he said, 
was that agents who behave badly 
are vulnerable to blackmail and 
therefore risk the security of the 
president and others. 

“We have got to ask. Where are 
the systems in place to prevent this 
in the future?’” Issa said. “It’s the 
reason that the investigation will 
not be about the 11 to 20 or more 
involved. It will be about how did 
this happen and how often has this 
happened before?” (ap) 


Housing Market Signals Recovery 


Washington 

Five years after the U.S. housing 
bust sent sales and prices plung- 
ing, the spring home-buying sea- 
son is pointing to a long-awaited 
recovery. 

Reduced prices, record-low 
mortgage rates, higher rents and 
an improving job market appear 
to be emboldening many would-be 
buyers. Open houses are drawing 
crowds. A wave of foreclosures is 
leading investors to grab bargain- 
priced homes. 

And many people seem to have 


concluded that prices won’t drop 
much further. In some areas, pric- 
es have begun to tick up. 

Interviews with more than two 
dozen potential buyers, sellers, bro- 
kers, Realtors and economists sug- 
gest confidence is up. 

“People feel much more confi- 
dent,” said Steve Brown, co-own- 
er of real estate company Irongate 
Inc. of Dayton, Ohio, who says sales 
jumped more than 16 percent for 
the first two months of 2012 over 
the same period last year. “There’s 
no question there’s a good feeling 
in the marketplace.” (ap)

Seoul, South Korea 

Newly in charge of a country where 
leaders are idolized but rarely heard 
from, Kim Jong Un on Sunday 
stepped onto a balcony in Pyong- 
yang overlooking tens of thousands. 
He moved toward a podium affixed 
with seven identical microphones. 
And then he spoke. 

The young North Korean lead- 
er, in his first public address, told a 
packed crowd that he would follow 
the legacy of his father and grand- 
father and prioritize the country’s 
military strength. 

“Superiority in military tech- 
nology is no longer monopolized 
by imperialists,” Kim said, recit- 
ing points emphasized in Pyong- 
yang’s propaganda, saying he 
wouldn’t be intimidated by for- 


eign aggressors. 

Beginning with a failed rocket 
launch and political conferences. 
North Korea has tried to use this 
week — its biggest national holi- 
day in decades, celebrating the cen- 
tennial of Kim II Sung’s birth — to 
both honor its founder and coin- 
cide with the country’s rise to first- 


world status. “Strength and pros- 
perity” was the shorthand. 

The reality is different: Pyong- 
yang depends on foreign aid and 
domestic brutality, its system 
held together by government sur- 
veillance and the threat of labor 
camps.

Kim Jong Un's speech on Sunday 
marked a stark reversal from the 
style of his father, late leader Kim 
Jong II, whose voice was heard pub- 
licly only once by North Koreans — 
and for a matter of seconds — when 
he shouted, “Glory to the heroic Ko- 
rean People’s Army!" at a military 
parade in 1992.

North showed off artillery, tanks 
and missile launchers.

Syria’s Fragile Truce 
Erodes With Attacks 


Initial U.N. team 
begins mission to 
monitor cease-fire 

Beirut 

Syria’s four- day- old cease-fire 
appeared to be quickly eroding 
Sunday, with regime forces firing 
dozens of tank shells and mortar 
rounds at neighborhoods in the 
opposition stronghold of Homs, 
hours before the arrival of a first 
team of U.N. truce monitors. 

Though the overall level of 
violence has dropped, escalating 
attacks over the weekend raised 
new doubts about President Bashar 
Assad’s commitment to a plan by 
special envoy Kofi Annan to end 13 
months of violence and launch talks 
on Syria’s political future. 

Assad’s compliance has been 
limited. He halted shelling of reb- 
el-held neighborhoods, with the 
exception of Homs, but ignored 
calls to pull troops out of urban 


centers. Rebel fighters have also 
kept up attacks. 

The international community 
hopes U.N. observers will be able 
to stabilize the cease-fire, which 
took effect Thursday.

Helmets to be sold 
to new and renewing 
members, officials say 

Washington 

The bright red bicycles of Capi- 
tal Bikeshare are slowly but sure- 
ly infiltrating the suburbs around 
Washington, but one key element 
has been missing from the pro- 
cess: helmets. 

That changed on Friday as 
Bikeshare announced that monthly 
or annual members could buy 
helmets online for $16. The helmets 
are only available when you buy or 
renew a membership. 

Bikeshare also announced a 
monthly payment plan allowing 
annual members to pay $7 per 
month. That does increase the cost 
of a yearly Bikeshare membership: 
It’s $75 if you pay in one lump sum 
versus $84 for the monthly plan. A 
30 -day membership remains $25. 

The helmets and monthly 
payment options are already 
available on Capital Bikeshare’s 
sign-up page. 

There are 15,000 annual 
members of Bikeshare, according 
to John Lisle of the District 
Department of Transportation. He 
said the monthly payment option 
was added in response to feedback 


It*s the Law 

Helmets are Legally required 
for riders ages 15 and younger 
in Washington and for age 14 
and younger in Arlington and 
Alexandria. For anyone older, 
helmets are just strongly 
recommended. (Members of 
Bikeshare must be 16 or older.) 


they’ve received from the public. 

“What we’re trying to do is 
remove as many barriers as we 
can,” he said. 

Arlington County gave away 550 
helmets in March, which residents 
snapped up in just two weeks. 

Selling the branded Bikeshare 


helmets online “makes helmets 
available in a convenient way,” said 
Chris Eatough, program manager 
for Bike Arlington. 

Eatough noted that while 
helmets aren’t required for 
Bikeshare members, this is a way 
for Bikeshare to promote rider 
safety and encourage helmet use. 

The helmets and new payment 
options come as a bevy of potential 
members await Bikeshare’s arrival. 
The bikes should hit Rockville and 
Alexandria by the summer, while 
Montgomery County hopes to bring 
stations to Bethesda, Silver Spring, 
the Medical Center area. Friendship 
Heights/Chevy Chase and Takoma

Five years ago, Virginia Tech stu- 
dent Seung-Hui Cho had begun 
his mission of indiscriminate mass 
murder after leaving numerous 
vivid signs of his madness. 

In the reckoning afterward, 
investigations identified many 
points along Cho’s psychologi- 
cal disintegration where interven- 
tion might have averted the wide- 
awake nightmare of April 16, 2007 
— the worst mass-shooting in U.S. 
history. 

Today, with the benefit of hind- 
sight and substantial legislative 
reforms, could someone else com- 
mit the same atrocity that Cho 
did when he shot 32 people dead 
and then killed himself as police 
closed in? 

Two of Virginia’s most experi- 
enced law enforcement experts say 
it’s extremely unlikely, but impossi- 
ble to rule out in a free society. 

It’s a question that haunts the 
unguarded corners of Col. Steve Fla- 
hert 5 A’s mind every day. The carnage 
he saw in Norris Hall — cell phones 
ringing in the pockets of slain stu- 
dents and faculty who would never 
answer them — is still unsettling 
and unshakable. 

“It’s the most horrific sight of 
my life,” Flaherty, a career lawman 
and superintendent of the Virginia 
State Police since 2003, said bare- 
ly above a whisper in a Friday tele- 
phone interview. 

Everyone in Virginia changed 
a little that day, not just Flaherty. 
Not only do people remember where 
they were, what they were doing 
and whom they were with when 
they heard of the attack, it rocked 
basic assumptions about when and 
where they’re really secure, said 
Flaherty’s retired predecessor as 
head of the state police, W. Gerald 
Massengill.

Now, Virginia’s publicly sup- 
ported colleges and universities are 
required by law to have teams that 
investigate the academic, medical 
and criminal records of troubled 
students such as Cho and estab- 
lish rules and regimens for deal- 
ing with them. 

Virginia Tech’s deaths, to be 
mourned at a campus candlelight 
vigil Monday, were not in vain, Fla- 


herty said. 

It’s cold comfort to Beth Hilscher. 
Her daughter, Emily Jane, a 19-year- 
old freshman, was among Cho’s first 
victims, shot dead in her dormitory 
early that morning alongside Ryan 
Clark, a fellow Hokie who rushed 
to her aid. 

“Could it happen again? Sure it 
could. It just happened last week in 
California,” she said Friday. “Even 
if everjThing else had gone right at 
Virginia Tech the rest of the day on 
April 16, 2007, it would have been 
a bad day for Emily and Ryan,” 
Hilscher said. “But there are still 
students who have mental illness 
and who are still being ignored.”

A Taliban Show of Force

Taliban spokesman Zabiullah 
Mujahid said dozens of attackers 
were sent in an assault that had 
been planned for two months to 
show the extent of the insurgency’s 
power after NATO commanders 
called the Taliban weak and said 
there was no indication they were 
planning a spring offensive. 

“We are strong and we can 
attack an 3 rwhere we want ” Mujahid 
said, calling the attacks an opening 
salvo ahead of the spring offensive, 
when warmer weather typically 
brings increased attacks. 


Kabul: The attack began 
Sunday afternoon with more 
than a dozen explosions in the 
neighborhood of Wazir Akbar 
Khan, where a NATO base and 
a number of embassies are 
located. Gunfire erupted soon 
after. Mohammad Nahim Lalai 
Hamidzai, a lawmakerfrom 
Kandahar, said he climbed 
the tower of the parliament 
building and fired “up to 400 or 
500 bullets" on the insurgents. 
Militants also attacked a NATO 
site on the outskirts of Kabul. 


Nangarhar Province: 

Two groups of militants— some clad 
in burqas to disguise themselves 
as women — launched separate 
attacks in Jalalabad on a military 
airfield used by NATO and Afghan 
forces, as well as a smaller NATO 
base nearby. “There were lots of 


blasts," said Abdul Qahar Safi, 
a resident of Jalalabad. At the 
same time, four attackers in an 
explosives-laden vehicle were seen 
near Jalalabad when the vehicle 
detonated. 


Logar Province: 

Five militants occupied a building 
under construction and started 
firing, officials said. Three police 
were wounded when the insurgents, 
who were all shot and killed, threw 
hand grenades. Four civilians also 
were wounded. 


Paktia Province: 

Insurgents— some wearing 
women’s clothes — entered a 
building near a police training center 
in Gardez. The ministry said the 
militants started firing in different 
directions. Five civilians and three 
policemen were wounded. Three

Kabul, Afghanistan 

Taliban insurgents struck the 
heart of the Afghan capital and 
three eastern cities Sunday, fir- 
ing automatic weapons and gre- 
nades at embassies, government 
buildings and NATO bases as they 
launched the spring fighting sea- 
son with the boldest and most com- 
plex assault in years. 

The multipronged attacks show 
the Taliban and their allies are 
far from beaten and underscored 
the security challenge facing 
government forces as U.S. and 
NATO forces draw down. The 
majority of international combat 
troops are scheduled to leave by 
the end of 2014. 

Fighting continued more than 
12 hours after the first blasts, 
leaving 31 people wounded. One 
police officer and 17 militants 
were killed in the fighting. The 
attacks were the most widespread 
in Kabul since a September assault 
on the U.S. Embassy and NATO 
headquarters that was blamed on 
a Pakistan-based group allied with 
the Taliban. 

The sophistication and 
firepower of the latest strikes, as 
well as the high-profile targets, bore 
the hallmarks of the fall attack.

Taliban militants battled their 
way into a prison in northwest Paki- 
stan on Sunday, freeing close to 
400 prisoners, including at least 20 
inmates described by police as “very 
dangerous" insurgents, authorities 
and the militants said. More than 
100 fighters participated in the pre- 
dawn raid in the city of Bannu, which 
is close to the Afghan border, in a 
dramatic display of the strength of 
the insurgency gripping the nuclear- 
armed country. The prison, which 
houses 944 inmates, is the main fa- 
cility used by Pakistan to detain the 
scores of Taliban militants who are 
arrested in Khyber Pakhtunkhwa 
province, (ap) 


The assaults were the latest blow 
to an international effort that has 
been on edge for months as distrust 
grew between international and 
Afghan forces after the release of a 
video purporting to show Marines 
urinating on Taliban corpses, as 
well as the burning of Korans at a 
U.S. base and an attack by a U.S. 
soldier that killed 17 Afghans. 

Those tensions had appeared to 
be subsiding in recent weeks and 
the relatively quiet start to spring 
had brought hope: a deal governing 
night raids, talks with the Hizb-i- 
Islami insurgent group and the 
appointment of a new head to the 
High Peace Council, which is trying 
to negotiate with the Taliban. That 
quiet was shattered Sunday. 

U.S. Marine Gen. John Allen, 
the top commander of U.S. and 
NATO forces in Afghanistan, said 
the coalition was standing by to 
support the Afghan forces if needed, 
but had not been called in.

Book Review 

Some of us were lucky enough to 
see James Brown convulse across a 
stage during his 73 years on Earth. 

from the Georgia that Brown called 
home — the “Godfather of Soul” 
performed on a stage erected on the 
lip of an Olympic-style pool. Dur- 
ing the crescendo of “Sex Machine ” 
Brown plunged into the chlorinated 
deep. Splash. Band members who 
dived in to fish him out were each 
paid a $200 bonus. Brown died on 
Christmas Day that year, a show- 
man to the end. 

The dive is one of many pas- 
sages detailed in R J. Smith’s “The 
One” ($27.50, Gotham), a superb 
new biography of a tireless enter- 
tainer who spent decades tighten- 
ing his grip on the boundless ener- 
gy he radiated. While investigating 
the hardest-working man in show- 


biz, Smith breaks a sweat of his own. 
This is a meticulously researched 
book that tracks Brown’s childhood 
in the segregated South, his rise as a 
musical innovator, his connections 
to a handful of U.S. presidents and 
his golden years, tarnished by debts 
and drugs. 

Like Brown’s music. Smith’s 
writing is both airtight and full 
of life, conversational and reflec- 
tive. Brown once said that he came

into this world silent, motionless 
and “stillborn” — resuscitated by 
an aunt who blew breath into his 
lungs. Smith seizes on this fantas- 
tic entrance: “One good thing about 
believing you were born dead is you 
come to feel nothing can kill you.” 

Smith quotes Brown sparing- 
ly throughout the book, as if dog- 
gedly chasing after this torna- 
do of a man. He knows Brown’s 
incredible story is best told by the 
people, the music and the Zeit- 
geist that surrounded him — 
and what was left in his wake.
